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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 2-15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 4/6/06. 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 4/6/06 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 3, 1 1, 12, and 13 are generic to claim 1. This is not 
found persuasive because claim 3 is directed to the embodiment of figure 5 and includes an 
additional feature (second attenuating means), while claims 11-13 each recite sound generating 
means which is not generic to claim 1 and does not refer back to the claim. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Dependent claim 16 refers to parent claim 1 which indicates a plurality of audio 
visual devices, however the language in claim 16 recites "said audio visual device" which is 
ambiguous and confusing. Furthermore, the phrase "to make operating functional buttons of 
other devices serve a double purpose" is vague and does to refer back to the apparatus of claim 1 . 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nicholson et 
al, US Patent 6,330,337. Nicholson et al teach an automobile entertainment system comprising 
audio visual devices 10, 1 1, and 17, front seat speakers 20 and 21, rear seat speakers 22 and 23, 
headphone jacks 24 and 25 for connection to a headphone, rear seat controller 15 for 
independently outputting a selected audio signal from one of the audio visual devices, operating 
means and control means 26 for performing a predetermined operation and sending a control 
signal to attenuate (actually mute) an input signal to the headphones. Claim 1 is rejected. 
Regarding claim 16, control means 26 is located on the rear seat controller 15.

Patent 4,754,486.
